At a sessio n o f the lo catio n 
co mmittee o f the Ru sh Co u nty 
Agricu ltu ral Asso ciatio n it was 
anno u nced that the gro u p al­ 
ready has an o p tio n o n p art o f 
the Hannah Mo rris farm adjo in­ 
ing Memo rial p ark o n the west. 
This o p tio n calls fo r 38 acres 
o f the farm, which is ap p ro x i­ 
mately 90 acres. 
A fav o rable rep o rt o n this 
tract was su bmitted by the lo ca­ 
tio n co mmittee, o f which O. M. 
Siler is chairman, and the gro u p 
decided to take immediate ac­ 
tio n to see if p u rchase o f the 
o p tio ned acreage co u ld be effect­ 
ed. 
It was v o ted to circu late, with­ 
in the nex t few day s, p etitio ns 
req u esting the co u nty co mmis­ 
sio ners to bu y this tract fo r u se 
as a fairgro u nds. 
The entire co u nty will be co v ­ 
ered within the nex t few day s as 
it is p lanned to su bmit these p e­ 
titio ns to the co mmissio ners at 
their nex t regu lar meeting, Ap ril 
3, acco rding to Bu rl Hinchman, 
chairman o f the agricu ltu ral as­ 
so ciatio n. 
Ho ward Ewbank and E. F. 
Bro wn were ap p o inted as p eti­ 
tio n cap tains. To wnship chair­ 
men and co mmittees were* also 
named in o rder that all sectio ns 
o f the co u nty be co v ered as 
q u ickly as p o ssible. 
Co mmittee members at the 
meeting rep o rted a gro wing sen- 
iment o v er the co u nty fo r a reg­ 
u lar fairgro u nd!? at which-v ari­

Bid o f $1,5 00 by the Wachtel 
Co mp any o f Indianap o lis was 
accep ted by the co u ncil fo r the 
o ld engine generato r at the light 
p lant. The bid will be su bject 
to certain co ntract stip u latio ns 
which will inclu de co st o f remo v ­ 
al. The engine generato r will be 
rep laced by a new tu rbine in im­ 
p ro v ements being made at the 
p lant. 
The co u ncil rep o rted that fi­ 
nancial aid co u ld no t be ex tend­ 
ed to the Ru shv ille Recreatio n 
Asso ciatio n since no fu nds had 
been p ro v ided in the bu dget. The 
co u ncil, ho wev er, o ffered 
the 
p ark restau rant bu ilding witho u t 
co st fo r u se by the gro u p . The 
asso ciatio n had asked the city 
fo r fu nds to p ay rental co st fo r 
its do wnto wn reading ro o ms.

Mr. Ro o sev elt to ld his p ress 
co nference y esterday that a cu r­ 
tailment o f 
federal sp ending 
wo u ld be wo rth co nsidering o nly 
if p riv ate enterp rise 
gav e a 
“gu arantee” that it wo u ld take 
u p the slack in emp lo y ment. 
Injecting 
new 
elements 
o f 
strife and u ncertainty into an 
already 
heated 
co ngressio nal 
scrap o v er relief co sts, his state­ 
ment ap p arently strengthened 
the determinatio n o f ho u se eco n­ 
o my adv o cates to p are do wn a 
su p p lementary relief ap p ro p ria­ 
tio n to $100,000,000. 
Bu t it also gav e a stimu lant 
to tho se co ngressmen who want 
the President to get the $15 0,000,- 
000 which he req u ested to o p er­ 
ate WPA u ntil Ju ly I. 
A majo rity o f a ho u se su bco m­ 
mittee, which may v o te o n the 
relief item to mo rro w, still ap ­ 
p eared to be fav o ring $100,000,- 
0 0 0. 
The President’s reference to a 
gu arantee that p riv ate bu siness 
wo u ld abso rb the u nemp lo y ed 
bro u ght this q u estio n fro m Sen­ 
ato r Jo hnso n (D-Co lo ): 
“Who in p riv ate indu stry can 
fu rnish su ch a gu arantee?”

Hig h ly Concerned 
As Hitler Expands 


Berlin, March 22 
{IP) — Ado lf 
Hitler 
had

Eu ro p ean so il handed to him to ­ 
day , by Lithu ania, 
and 
sig­ 
nificant rep ercu ssio ns were im­ 
mediate in Danzig and Po land. 
His new acq u isitio n came to 
him o n a Lithu anian p latter 
witho u t so mu ch as a distant 
ru mbling o f effectiv e o p p o sitio n 
—the Memel district o f 1,099 
sq u are miles inhabited by 15 0,- 
000 p erso ns, mo stly German. 
Nazi leaders o f the fo rmerly 
German free city o f Danzig ex ­ 
p ressed fears that they mighi 
hav e difficu lty in restraining i, 
p o p u latio n that ex p ects its “lib­ 
eratio n” to co me o n the heels o f 
that o f Memel. 
Co ncern was ex p ressed in Po ­ 
u nd, which nex t to Lithu ania is 
mo st v itally affected by the new 
German acq u isitio n, bo th be­ 
cau se o f her p ro x imity to the 
territo ry and becau se o f imp li­ 
catio ns fo r Danzig, which lies 
at the head o f the Po lish co r­ 
rido r sep arating East Pru ssia 
ro m the rest o f Germany . 
Reliable 
o p inio n 
in 
Berlin, 
lo wev er, was that the Po lish 
co rrido r was no t o n the list o f 
additio ns to be made in the im­ 
mediate fu tu re to the ex p anding 
emp ire o f Ado lf Hitler. 
This afterno o n a delegatio n o f 
bree Lithu anian cabinet m in­ 
sters was o n its way to Berlin. 
The delegatio n wanted to see 
o reign Minister Jo chim v o n 
Ribbentro p and later Chancello r 
Hilter with a v iew, as a fo reign 
o ffice sp o kesman p u t it, o f “reg­ 
u lating all p ro blems arising fro m 
the decisio n o f the Lithu anian 
go v ernment to retu rn the Mem­ 
el territo ry ” to Germany .

was described by DNB, o fficial

Escanaba, Mich. —Elaborate 
preparations are bein§ made for 
the fifth annu al Escanaba Smelt 
Jamboree to be held April 13 to 
15 in this widely pu blicized resort 
commu nity in the Upper Penin­ 
su la of Michigan. 
The spawning ru n of the sil­ 
v ery smelt is ex pected to start 
abou t April I, and shou ld be at 
its peak du ring the three-day 
festiv al, which attracts hu ndreds 
of v isitors annu ally from 
all 
parts of the Middle West. 
A 
pre-jamboree 
ev ent 
this 
y ear will be the staging of a 
smelt 
and 
all-Michigan 
food 
produ cts dinner in one of the 
congressional dining rooms in 
Washington, D. 
C., Thu rsday 
ev ening, April 6, for congress­ 
men, federal officials and capital 
newspaper writers and camera­ 
men. 
With abou t a dozen streams 
within a 15 -mile radiu s, Escana­ 
ba has become widely known as 
the national smelt capital. Last 
spring, more than a thou sand 
tons of the silv ery fish were har­ 
v ested in this area by the hu n­ 
dreds, who went ou t nightly with 
their dipnets. 
The fresh water smelt is u s­ 
u ally regarded by ichthy ologists 
as belonging to the same species 
as the marine smelt. Throu ghou t 
the wide geographic range of the J 
smelts, 
which 
inclu des 
both 
coasts of the North Atlantic, the 
North Pacific, and the Arctic 
oceans, there are localities where 
these fish are permanently fresh­ 
water residents. It is assu med 
that at some time in the past, 
grou ps of smelts remained in 
fresh-water lakes and formed 
landlocked or fresh-water races. 
There are no records of the 
natu ral occu rence of the smelt 
in the Great Lakes, bu t this spe­ 
cies was planted sev eral times in 
inland lakes of Michigan, among 
them Torch and Cry stal lakes in 
the lower Peninsu la and Trou t 
and Howe lakes in the u pper Pe­ 
ninsu la. Some of these plantings 
ev idently escaped 
into 
Lake 
Michigan, where the species mu l­ 
tiplied rapidly . 
When 
perfectly 
fresh, 
the 
smelt is considered one of the 
most deliciou s of pan fishes. The 
u su al method of cooking is by 
fry ing, after rolling the fish in 
com meal or cracker cru mbs. 
Large and small smelts are u s­ 
u ally thou ght to be of equ ally 
good flav or. 
Smelts were formerly regarded 
as belonging to the same family 


j as the salmon, trou t, gray ling or 
1 whitefishes, bu t recent work has 


demonstrated distinctiv e stru c­ 
tu ral characters th at req u ire 
them to be placed in a separate 
family . The body is long and 
slender with a comparativ ely 
short dorsal fin set well back. 
The base of the tail is slender 
and the tail fin deeply indented. 
Strong, fang-like teeth are pres­ 
ent on the tongu e and roof of the 
mou th, while smaller teeth occu r 
on the projecting lower jaw. 
The smelt is a transparent 
greenish color abov e with silv er 
sides and occasional dark m ark­ 
ings on body and fins. According 
to observ ations in certain of the 
smaller lakes, two categories may 
be recognized: the large, which 
in some localities range from IO 
to 1 5 inches or more in length, 
and the small, which av erage 
fou r or fiv e inches in length. The 
larger v ariety are cau ght in the 
streams 
empty ing 
into 
Lake 
Michigan at Escanaba. 
The fresh-water smelt differs 
v ery little from the salt-water 
form in its breeding habits, for 
both ascend tribu tary streams 
in the spring of the y ear. The 
ru ns of fresh-water smelt also 
take place at night, bu t are not 
influ enced by the tides, as is tru e 
of the marine species. Spawning 
u su ally occu rs in April and con­ 
tinu es for from three to fou r 
weeks at Escanaba. Each fish ap­ 
parently retu rns to its home lake 
within a day or two after spawn­ 
ing, ex cept that occasional males 
hav e been fou nd to remain in the 
streams throu ghou t the spawn­ 
ing season. 


Bradenton, Fla. (ZP)—The' com­ 
ing of the spring baseball camps 
to these little Florida towns is 
like the annu al arriv al of the 
carniv al, only the camps last 
longer and the ferris wheel and 
lou d-toned calliope afb missing.

Some persons 
prefer to sit in the bleachers u n­ 
protected from the bu rning Flor­ 
ida su n. They don’t seem to mind 
dodging fou l balls. The ladies 
screech a t fou l balls as lou dly as 
at home ru ns, ju st as they do 
back in the major-leagu e parks. 
There’s q u ite a bit of beau ty 
at these camps, for many of the 
girls come straight to the ball 
parks from the beaches and sit 
on the ou tfield grass in their 
bathing su its. Ev ery one is su n­ 
bu rned. Some persons hav e nice 
tans—others are red as beets. 
A good many of the spectators 
are oldsters from Wisconsin or 
Ohio or Maine, taking their ease 
in Florida’s warm climate, and 
watching the play ers 
they ’v e 
read abou t, bu t hav e 
seldom 
seen. 
Programs are not av ailable at 
all camps. The spectators hav e 
fu n try ing to gu ess who’s who 
and recognize the play ers from 
pictu res they ’v e seen in the pa­ 
pers. They get as mu ch fu n ou t 
of the daily practice rou tine as 
from an ex hibition game. 
Sports writers are all ov er the 
field, talking 
to play ers 
and 
du cking fou l balls. There are 
half a dozen writers at ev ery 
camp, representing the papers 
I 
back home. Then there are a1- I 
way s sev eral tou ring scribblers 
from the press associations drop­ 
ping in to look at the rookies. 
Ty pewriter key s tinkle in thev 
makeshift press box es as the re­ 
porters bat ou t their daily y arns. 
Photographers alway s fu rnish 
the crowd with lau ghs. While 
they ’re 
taking 
pictu res 
their 
backs may be tu rned to the plate. 
In that case they nev er see the 
balls that singe their .ears as they 
driv e past. Ev ery now and then a 
picti^re sleu th gets hit or his 
camera is smashed. Crowds m ar­ 
v el at the cameramen who stand 
almost in front of the plate to 
snap a hitter in action. It wou ld 
be ju st too bad if Jimmy Fox x , 
for instance, failed to pu ll ball 


away from the fotog as he hit it. 
The late Colonel Jake Ru ppert 
is missing this y ear. Bu t many 
of the other owners watch daily 
drills. Sam Breadon of the Card­ 
inals often pu ts on a u niform 
and engages in pepper games.

The day 
after the first declaration of war 
the price dropped as low as 85 
cents and it was not u ntil a week 
later that the market rose abov e 
$1 a bu shel. 
The wheat pit still reflects the 
nerv ou s tension of Eu rope, how­ 
ev er. War talk becomes the ou t­ 
standing market factor, behind 
which other trade circu mstances 
ade into comparativ e insignifi­ 
cance. The cu rrent crisis brou ght 
a rise of abou t two cents ov er a 
two day period of trading, bu t 
his su bsequ ently was lost. 
Three y ears ago when German 
troops marched into the Rhine- 
and wheat prices rose abou t 2 
cents to arou nd a dollar. In mid- 
March a y ear ago the market 
registered practically no agita­ 
tion ov er the Nazi annex ation o 
Au stria. Ex treme 
nerv ou sness 
stru ck the wheat pit again in 
September bu t at the height o 
he crisis, with actu al gu n play 
going on in central Eu rope, pric­ 
es rose only abou t six cents and 
after Mu nich there was a slu mp 
The 1938-39 world wheat crop 
was estimated at 4,535,000,000 
bu shels, an increase of 800,000,- 
000 ov er the prev iou s season. The 
world has produ ced larger crops, 
as witness its 4,839,000,000 bu shel 
ou tpu t in 1913, ju st prior to the 
ou tbreak of the World War, and 
the record of 5,381,000,000 bu ­ 
shels raised in 1915 on the im­ 
petu s of high prices engendered 
by war. 
World carry ov er nex t Ju ly is 
ex pected to be arou nd 1,250,900,- 
000 bu shels, or 655,000,000 larger 
than a y ear ago. Acreage seeded 
last fall for winter wheat harv est 
this y ear was only slightly less 
than that planted the prev iou s 
season.
